Our firm is composed of the four sons of Mr. Charles C. Hart who founded our business in 1892. 
Father had no money but a wealth of indomitable courage and a willingness to work. His early years | 
in business were hard sledding but his principles of honesty and integrity won him a high regard among 
his customers and his business increased and prospered. 


When his sons became of age they were taken into the business. While he was living we were 
proud to say that we worked “wth our Father’, not “‘for our Father’. Mr. Hart ended his life of 
service in 1937 and we four sons, have attempted to conduct the business in the same manner in which 
he would have had he lived. 


In this fiftieth year of our business we are better prepared for the task of supplying our customers 
with a greater quantity of quality seeds than at any time in our history. We were privileged in 1941 
to supply our allies with over 400,000 pounds of seed and we expect to furnish an even larger quantity | 
in 1942, at the same time holding an increased supply for our national needs. 





We intend to observe our fiftieth anniversary by working hard, continuing to be attentive to busi- 
ness and devoting our time and our energy to meriting the confidence and faith of our customers. 


Our branch and growing station at Newport, Maine, handles the seed production of over 3500 
acres annually, some 2500 of which are grown for us by New England farmers. ‘The balance is grown 
on our own farms with our own machinery and our own men. Our production schedule takes in 
every variety of garden seed which can be produced successfully in our rigorous New England climate 
and seed we produce will rival in quality, purity and germination the product of any other section | 


of the country.

27. Worked on Beets. Finished cutting Parsnips. 
28. Finished Cucumbers. Worked on Beets in meadow lot. 


1. Aug. Mike Gibson took Jim horse to blacksmith. Put on one new shoe and set over others. Finished Cabbage 
in Barrett lot. Then began cabbages on Plains. Afternoon mowed and hoed Cabbages. 


OUR NEWPORT, MAINE PLANT OUR WETHERSFIELD, CONN. WAREHOUSE 
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THE SEED SITUATION 


Seeds are scarce and prices are high. ‘This is unfortunate in a year when our government is launching a vast 
program for increased vegetable production. This far reaching program is not only designed to release other 
foodstuffs for export to those countries fighting dictatorship but to raise the level of public health in future gener- 
ations through better nutrition. Itis a public duty to join the program. 


For the last decade many seeds were imported from the continent of Europe. This was not done because 
they were better but because of world wide economic conditions. Low European living standards and favorable 
exchange rates rendered us unable to compete. This was entirely changed with the rapid sequence of events 
which started on May 10, 1940. 


Today we are an exporting nation on seeds and it has become our task to supply seeds to every country in the 
world outside of Axis controlled territory. This is a task that the United States is perfectly able to perform if 
given time but present demands are so heavy that supplies are totally inadequate. These factors coupled with 
very unfavorable growing and curing conditions have cut available supplies to the danger point. We most 
strongly advise every commercial grower or quantity consumer of seeds of all kinds to cover his requirements 
at the earliest possible moment. ‘This applies most particularly to Peas, Beets, Swiss Chard, Cabbage, Carrot, 
Cucumber, Onion, Parsnips, Spinach and Ruta Baga, although all other seed supplies are very low. 


It may be necessary for us to substitute certain varieties as the season advances. If so, we will endeavor to 
furnish the nearest possible variety for the one you desire. We definitely well not ship anything inferior. If we 
cannot supply any reasonable substitute we will promptly advise you. Please remember, we are laboring under 
unusual conditions and in unusual times.

Pick when pods are young and tender and they will 
continue to bear over a longer period. Sowings every 
two weeks insure a succession of pods. POLE BEANS 
should be sown a little later than dwarfs.

LAWN SEED is the greatest mystery in the world to most home owners who cannot make head 
or tail out of the complex formulas printed on Lawn Seed labels. They are not meant to be confusing 
but most people do not know which grasses are desirable and which undesirable in a lawn. One 
pound of Lawn Seed is required for 150 square feet but heavier seeding is desirable. 


In general, the finest grasses for permanent, velvety lawns are Kentucky Blue Grass, Chewings 
Fescue or any of the Bent family. WHITE CLOVER may be added if desired but the most attractive 
lawns are made without it. The higher the percentage of these grasses the better your lawn will be. 


However, these are slow to establish themselves and other quick-growing grasses must be added 
to act as nurse grasses. ‘These grow rapidly and furnish shade and cover until the more permanent 
seeds have established themselves. The two best are RED TOP and RYE GRASS but the finest 
lawns are made with mixtures containing not more than 30% of these. 


For special purpeses Poa Trivialis and Chewings Fescue are essential for shady locations or for 
poor and sandy soils while Canada Blue Grass is useful for terraces and steep banks. 


After you have made certain that the desirable seeds are in your mixture check the percentage 
of inert matter. ‘This is dead seed or seed hulls or chaff and it is material you pay for but do not use. 
It is completely waste and the smaller the percentage of waste the better your mixture. The weed 
content should be small, of course, but more weed seeds are present in your soil per square foot than are 
ever found in fifty pounds of decent Lawn Seed. 


The State of Connecticut has set up standards for Lawn Seed and when these blends are used a 
fine lawn is assured. We are licensed to offer these blends which are: Gold Seal; certified to be of the 
highest quality; Blue Seal of high quality; and Red Seal; of good quality. We also offer a GOLD 
SEAL ALL-BENT FORMULA for putting or bowling greens, SHADY PLACE for deeply shaded 
areas, TERRACE SOD for steep embankments and a special formula for Poor or Sandy Soils. 


We also present two blends where price is a larger consideration; ELM TREE and EVER- 
GREEN. These are both excellent blends for competitive purposes and will prove satisfactory for 
the average lawn. They simply do not contain as large a percentage of the finer bladed, more de- 
sirable grasses nor is their purity quite as high as in the State Seal mixtures. We also list a complete 
variety of all separate turf grasses should you desire to grow these alone. We invite your questions 
and problems.
